2. MONDAY, JUNE 7: 

7:00 P.M. THE SECRETARY AND/OR MIS.KISSINGER MIGHT WISH 

TO CONSIDER ATTENDING ALL OR PART OF THE 
PRESENTATION OF THE ELIOT FELD BALLET, 

WHICH IS GIVING ITS THIRD AND LAST SANTIAGO 
PERFORMANCE MONDAY, JUNE 7, AT 7:00 P.M. 

AS SECRETARY AWARE. FELD BALLET IS ONE OF 
YOUNGEST AND MOST HIGHLY ACCLAIMED U.S. 

DANCE COMPANIES AND IS CURRENTLY ON SUCCESSFUL 
DEPARTMENT-SPONSORED LATIN AMERICAN TOUR, 

INCLUDING MAY 20 PERFORMANCE IN MEXICO CITY 
ATTENDED BY PRESIDENT ECHEVERRIA, FOREIGN

ATTENDENCE. WE ASSUME USOAS WOULD SO RECCOMMEND,

HOSTS ARRANGED FOR PRINCIPALS TO PASS THROUGH

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4. WEDNESDAY, JUNE 9: 

BREAKFAST: OPEN. 

LUNCH: CLARO TOLD US SECRETARY WISHED TO HOST 

LUNCH FOR CARIBBEAN FOREIGN MINISTERS, AND 
OFFERED ALTERNATIVES (REFS A AND B). IF 
LUNCH IS ON SECRETARY'S SCHEDULE, AMBASSADOR 
BELIEVES THE RESIDENCE WOULD BE AN EXCELLENT 
SETTING AND OFFER BEST SECURITY FACILITIES. 
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ALTERNATIVE OF A NEARBY VINEYARD WOULD GIVE 
THE SECRETARY PROBABLY HIS ONLY CHANCE TO 
SEE CHILEAN COUNTRYSIDE; DISADVANTAGES 
ARE GREATER DRIVING TIME, LESS SECURE 
LOCATION, AND LACK OF CONTROL OVER LUNCHEON, 
IF CLARO'S OFFER WERE ACCEPTED FOR GOC TO 
ARRANGE LUNCH. WE SEE TWO LOCATIONS: 

CONCHA Y TORO - DECORATED IN ATTRACTIVE 
COLONIAL STYLES BUT SOMEWHAT FURTHER OUT OF 
TOWN; MACUL - A FEW MINUTES CLOSER IN, MORE 
TRADITIONAL, A BIT SHABBY. DRIVING TIME 
TO CONCHA AND TORO, WITH POLICE ESCORT, 

THIRTY MINUTES. 

COCKTAIL/FOLKLORE THEATER: 

WE ASSUME SECRETARY WOULD ATTEND A RECEPTION 
HOSTED BY ORFILA OR THE OAS FOREIGN MINISTERS. 
ALTERNATIVE IS GOC.-OR G ANTZF.D FOLKLORE ENTER- 
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TAINMENT. GOC WOULD BE DELIGHTED TO HAVE 
SECRETARY ATTEND BUT WOULD UNDERSTAND HIS 
ABSENCE. EMBASSY BELIEVES DECISION CAN REST 
ON HIS PERSONAL PREFEREN CEY VN UNLESS THERE 
OASGA CONSIDERATIONS UNKNOWN TO US. 

DINNER: OPEN: POSSIBLE DINNER OR MEETING WITH MIXED 

GROUP OF CHILEANS (SEE PARAGRAPHS THREE AND FIVE). 
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5. INFORMAL DISCUSSION WITH CHIT, FANS: CLARO SUGGESTED THE 
SECRETARY MEET INFORMALLY WITH OFFICIAL AND NON-OFFICIAL CHILEANS 
(PARA THREE, REF B). SUCH A MEETING COULD COME TUESDAY OR WEDNESDAY 
EVENING, AT DINNER (SMALLER GROUP) OR AFTER, OR DURING DAY ON 
WEDNESDAY, AS INDICATED THROUGH SEVERAL CHANNELS, GOC STRONGLY 
HOPES THAT IF SECRETARY MEETS WITH NON-GOVERNMENTAL PERSONALITIES, 
INCLUDING DEMOCRATIC OPPOSITON REPS, SOME GOC OFFICIALS WILT. 

ALSO BE PRESENT. THIS WOULD OF COURSE TEND TO DISCOURAGE, THOUGH 
IT DOES NOT EXCLUDE, A FREE EXCHANGE OF VIEWS. HOWEVER, SINCE WE 
WOULD PRESUMABLY BE ABLE TO SELECT THE OFFICIAL REPRESENTATION, 

WE WOULD PREFER TO GO ALONG WITH THE CHILEAN SUGGESTION, SO AS 
NOT TO PREIUDICE THE PROSPECTS FOR YOUR HUMAN RIGHTS DISCUSSION 
WITH PINOCHET. IF DEPARTMENT HAS CONTRARY VIEWS, PLEASE ADVISE 
SOONEST. PARENTHETICALLY, WE NOTE THAT THE ONLY TWO RESIDENT NON- 
OFFICIAL CHILEANS OF INTERNATIONAL STATURE - EX-PRESIDENT FREI 
AND CARDINAL SILVA - WILL BEO OUT OF CHILE DURING THE SECRETARY'S 
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6. ACADEMIC DISCUSSION: CLARO PROPOSED IN ADDITION (PARA FOUR, 

REF B) AN INFORMAL MEETING WITH ACADEMICIANS TO DISCUSS SPECIFIC 
THEMES. UNLESS THIS SUGGESTION INTRIGUES THE SECRETARY, THE EMBASSY 
DOUBTS IT WOULD BE WORTH HIS TIME DURING A SHORT VISIT. AC ADEMIC AIN S 
CAN BE INCLUDED IN AN INFORMAL DISCUSSION SESSION. 

7. FREE TIME: WITHOUT KNOWNG THE SECRETARY'S OASGA SCHEDULE, 
EMBASSY CANNOT BEGIN PLANNING POSSIBLE FREE TIME ACTIVITIES (PARA 
7E, REF C), WE NOTE, HOWEVER, THAT SANTIAGO CITY OFFERS LITTLE 

OF SPECIFIC INTEREST, AND THAT PLACES OF INTEREST ARE TOO FAR 
AWAY FOR THE TIME AVAILABLE. THE FINEYARDS ARE INTERESTING MOSTLY 
FOR THE COUNTRYSIDE. 

8. SECRETARY'S ENTERTAINMENT: EMBASSY DOES NOT BELIEVE PRESIDENT 
PINOCHET OR FONMIN CARVAJAL WILL EXPECT THE SECRETARY TO RETURN 
THEIR HOSPITALITY (PARA 7E, REF C).
